feefit a great nation. Its are& ii 208.437 
square miles, "which is <we eighteenth 
port of Europe, and one two-hundred- 
Mtieth part of the whole dry land of 
the globe. It is less than that of Swe- 
den and Norway together, or than that 
of Texas, and a little more than that of 
France or of Spain. 


The extent of the uncultivatable land 


is inconsiderable. The arable land, in- 
cluding garden ground and vineyards, 
amounts to about one-half of the area. 
In general the soil is remarkably well 
_ultivated. 
In good seasons the 
pro- 


duction has been found sufficient to 
meet the native demands. 
Of the ce- 


reals the largest crop is rye; then oats, 
wheat and barley. 
The potato is 


largely cultivated, not merely for food, 
but also for distillation into spirits. 
The common beet is largely grown in 
some sections for the production of su- 
gar, the average product being 600,000,- 
000 pounds annually. The cultivation 
of hops is in a flourishing condition in 
Southern Germany. They form one ol 
tho standard articles of export To- 
bacco is raised in some districts. The 
vine abounds in Southern Germany, 
and in the Rhone valley. 


The culture of forests is conducted 


more scientifically than in any other 
country. 
In many of the States the 


forests belong mostly to the Govern- 
ment; but even private owners are re- 
stricted by law from destroying tneh 
own trees. There are foresters trained 
for the work from their early youth. 
As soon as one tree is removed, an- 
other is substituted. The woodland^ 
occupy about one-fourth of the entire 
country. 


In the rural districts, notably in the 


Rhine valley, one observes multitudes 
of little villages, often six ot1 seven in 
sight at once. Tlie houses are grouped 
closely 
together; 
and 
surrounding 


the whole are grain fields, vegetable 
gardens and vineyards, all cut up into 
little patches. One man will own per- 
haps a dozen little patches of land, in 
as many places, the different exposures 
being adapted to the raising of variou!- 
crops. The women do a great part 
of the work in the fields, sometimes be- 
ginning as early as three o'clock in the 
morning. They and the children often 
go barefoot in the summer, 
while the

THE COMING VESSEL.

power .o be given such a vessel." 


AN KUUONEOLS BKLIKF. 


"It. is commonly believed that nil mod- 


ern war vessels are built with bows con- 
structed string enough to ram an enemy," 
was suggest tl. 


"Yes, but the belief is for the mos-t part 


erroneous. It is true that the lines of the 
stems ol the ships project out to u sharp 
angle below the water line, and that the 
plates and 
framing 
thereabouts aro 


stronger than in ottier parts of the ship. 
If one of these ships should happen to hit 
bow on another one in the side it would 
probably make a hole In her, but there is 
every reason to believe that the vessel 
striking would be about as seriously dam- 
aged as the vessel Ktrnck, particularly 
If tho latter were running at full speed 
when struck. The attacking vessel would 
get its nose twisted oil, and perhaps she 
would be rolled clear over just us the coal 
schooner was that rammed the Oregon. 
Neither the unarmored cnitser nor the 
heavy armored harbor defense war ship is 
adapted for a ram. The cruiser ].•> not strong 
enough for one thing, and has not beam 
enough for another. Besides, a big shell 
from the enemy wonkl destroy her before 
she got gear enough to ram. 
The armored 


war ship is so big and unwieldy that she 
could only hope to ram an enemy through 
a piece of good luck. Tho shape of the 
bows of these vessels is all wrong for 
ramming. 
As I said, tho rain on them is 


simply a knuckle joint In the stem. 
A 


cross section through this part of the ves- 
sel would show that it was much better 
adapted to stand a strain above or below 
than from either side. Now a ram must 
needs stand a vertical strain, for in a sea- 
way, as she and the enemy pitched and 
rolled about, the ram would be apt to 
plunge down into tho enemy's, side with a 
meat axe stroke, but It miiht be remem- 
bered that the enemy is sure to be in mo- 
tion, probably going ahead at full speed, 
and that the hide wrench that shegivo the 
ram would be much more disastrous than 
any resistance of her side plating. It is 
difficult for a landsman to conceive tho 
ftwful strain which the ram would receive 
as the two vessels rolled and plunged to- 
gether in a seaway. 


A HAM'S PROPER T'ORM. 


"The proper form for the bow of a ram 


is a modification of a duck bill, wider than 
it is deep, with stout but sharp edges on 
each side. 
Then as the enemy rushed by, 


dragging the ram along with her, the 
broad nose of the ram would simply rip 
the whole side out of the strongest ship 
made, and she'd sink like a lead with her 
next roll. The destructive force of a pro- 
jectile weighing a ton, when moving with 
an Initial velocity of 3,000 feet, is awful, 
but the power of a projectile weighing 
3,000 tons moving at twenty-one knots an 
hour is almost infinitely greater. Tho 
shot may miss tho mark, so may the ram, 
but the ram is an animated projectile that 
can try and try again '' 


'•Bat where would the rain be if the 


enemy's ton projectile struck it?" 


"Right on its way lor the enemy. A 


well built ram would expose only a steel 
turtle back above the water 
This could 


be made so thick that it would resist any 
projectile, particularly as the projectile 
must necessarily strike it at such an angel 
as to glance off. 
The ram would not be 


safe from attack beyond peradventure. 
but its chances of coming out of a conflict 
uninjured would be nrach more numerous 
than those of any other form of vessel. 
She would have no gun turrets nor other 
exposed or angular parts to stop a pro- 
jectile. A torpedo might reach her, but 
the chances would be against tluit. De- 
signed only for coast defense, the ram 
would need to carry but a small amount 
of coal. She would not be lumbered up 
with guns and their attendant machinery 
and ammunition. Her sole mission is to 
run rapidly and to turn quickly, so as to 
keep bow on to the enemy. She would 
have to be broad enough to give stability 
to carry the weight of her steel deck and 
to carry powerful engines and screws.
